Is Kept From Ike

Busy readers of Nebraska newspapers may 


not have the time to reflect upon the decision 


by the Nebraska State Board of Control to abol­ 


ish the position of penologist at the Nebraska 


Penitentiary and Men’s Reformatory . The fact 


is, Penologist B. B. Albert has made whatever 
contribution to prison methods in this state 
within his reach. To keep him on the pay roll 
would be to toss money to the birds unneces­ 
sarily . 
He was brought here by the Board of Control 
at a time when the Penitentiary , particularly , 
was beset with unrest and disturbances. Those 
disturbances came to a climax while Mr. Albert 
was formulating a prison program which now 
has been put into practice. 
The segregation 


building at the Penitentiary is nearing comple­ 
tion. 
The training program there is gaining 
impetus every month. 
A classification com­ 
mittee, coupled with a disciplinary board, have 
been set up, are now functioning successfully . 
So Mr. Albert’s work is through; to bring him 
back to this slate would be only to continue a 
$9 ,000-a-y ear job. If this is evidence that the 
Board is re-ex amining some of the costly jobs 
created under it in the past y ear, it is about the 
best news Nebraska tax pay ers could receive. 
Institutional costs have been hiked drastically 
since 19.54, and not the least in that increase has 
been the creation of numbers of highly -paid 
jobs. 
Fall in Nebraska farm income means 
spiralling of salaries in some of the state agen­ 
cies, particularly the Board of Control, must end. 


Bids And Better Prices 


City Councilman Rees Wilkinson made two 
proposals of merit at last Monday 's meeting of 
the City Council. 
In one case, Wilkinson was successful in con- 
‘ vincing. his colleagues of the value of taking 
sealed bids to sell property rather than by the 
auction method. This has been a constant goal 
of Wilkinson’s in an effort to get more out of 
property sold by the city . 
In this particular case, the land is so situated 
and of such a size that it is of little value to 
many people. With an auction, chances are that 
only one bidder would be present and could pick 
up the property for only a token bid. 
With 
sealed bids, however, a suitable amount must be 
bid or the city can reject all bids. 
It seems only sensible that the city use the 
sealed bids method in most cases. When interest 
in a parcel of land is widespread and its uses 
are many an auction may be the best procedure, 
but this is seldom the case when the city dis- 


Of M en A n d Things 


Rarely in recent y ears has any proposal before 
Congress tended to sort out the men from the 
boy s more than the controversial gas bill vetoed 
by President Eisenhower. Of the comment that 
followed in the wake of the veto, we are inclined 
to believe that California’s Sen. Knowland came 
closer to calling his shots than any of his col­ 
leagues. We are impressed that he spoke with a 
greater measure of candor, honesty , and under­ 
standing of what is really happening.

Sen. Knowland, suffering at this lime from a 
severe attack of presidentialitis, its first sy mp­ 
toms usually a bee buzzing busily in the belfry , 
manfully said 
he took “ a 
full share of the 
responsibility ” 
for 
bringing the bill up in the 
Senate. Continuing, 
Sen. 
Knowland declared he sup­ 
ported the bill because he 
thought it was “ sound and, 
much m o r e significantly 
we believe,” because “ it was in conformity with 
the policies of this administration.” We disagree 
one hundred per cent with Sen. Knowland in his 
support of the bill—we are of the opinion any 
legislation aimed at destroy ing a reasonable reg­ 
ulation of business and industry by government 
only invites much more radical and not infre­ 
q uently much more unsound action. The reader 
should note that Mr. Knowland used the word 
“ policies”—not “ policy ”—in defending his vote 
for this controversial gas b ill.' There is where 
so many newspapers, which got so ex ercised in 
the light of revelations that came after passage 
of the bill, were astoundingly stupid and blind, 
it seemed to us, when the vote was still to be 
taken. 


poses of any of its property . Only infreq uently 
does the city sell any land that is of value to 
any one other than the adjoining property owner. 
The second proposal by Wilkinson was in the 
form of an ordinance. The measure calls for a 
mandatory lay -over of one week of any legisla­ 
tion which fails to receive a majority vote of 
the Council. 
Thus, if a Council member is absent and the 
SIX members present split three to three on a 
measure, the matter automatically comes be­ 
fore the group the following week for another 
vote. In addition to assuring parties of a con­ 
clusive vote on something of interest to them, 
this ordinance should tend to cut down on un­ 
necessary delay s. 
Freq uently , if a Council member is absent, no 
vote on certain subjects will be taken if it is 
believed that a split decision might be rendered. 
Under present laws, if an issue lost by a split 
three to three decision, the matter would not 
come up again unless a Council member who 
voted against the proposal moved for re-consid- 
eration at the nex t meeting. Thus, issues could 
be lost before the Council without a majority 
vote on either side. 
In view of this, some subjects are laid over 
when a member of the Council is to be absent. 
Many times, if a vote were taken on such sub­ 
jects a majority would be found on one side and 
the delay would be unnecessary .

Ike has developed such ? peeve 
against Truman that any word of 
Truman’s speeches or criticism 
seems to disturb his pulse more 
tlian any thing else And. since the 
doctors don’t want Ike’s b l o o d 
pressure to go up, Harry Truman 
can say any thing at all and Ike 
won’t know about it. 
The presidential peeve probably 
ex plains why Ike has never in­ 
vited Truman around to the WTiite 
House as Truman did 
Herbert 
Hoover. Though the two ex -presi­ 
dents disagree emphatically , they 
hove been q uite friendiy , 
a nd 
Hoover even helped ra’st money 
for the Truman 
library . Truman 
rppointed Hoover to study Euro­ 
pean food problems after the war, 
and also appointed him as co-chair­ 
man of the Committee on Govern- 
ii.ent Reorganization. 
Truman shed some 
on the 
siart of Ike's peeve in the latest 
installment of his book in which 
I e tells how he wrote Eisenhower 
a letter in early 19.52 say ng: “ Par­ 
tisan politics should stop at the 
boundaries of the United States. 
1 m ex tremely sorry that y ou have 
allowed a hunch of sci cv balls to 
come between us ’’ 
Later, when President-elect Ei­ 
senhower drove up to the White 
House to take 
President, Truman 
to the Capitol for the inauguration, 
Ike did not get out of *he car to 
come in and greet the outgoing 
president, as is custonnry . Tru- 
rr.an never forgot this aid still re­ 
marks on it.

It's Not New 


Sen. Goldwater of Arizona has installed an 
electronic telephone answering instrument in his 
Washington office. Whether day or night if one 
of his constitutents calls the machine gives him 
a cheery greeting and then stands by tq record 
any statement the constituent has to make. 
It can be said of the device that the senator 
will be able to get his rest and his constitutents 
will find no time barrier against indulging their 
impluses. 
While some do not take kindly to attempting 
a conversation with a gadget that can’t be talked 
back to and treats every thing impersonally they 
are to be reminded that there are lots of sena­ 
tors who have been treating the home folks 
and their concerns the same way without the 
electronic facility . 
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WASHINGTON — At the highest 
levels of government an often an­ 
guished debate has been going on 
in strictest privacy over the prob­ 
lem of Southeast Asia and the 
challenge of Communist economic 
penetration m that area. 
One faction would like to formu­ 
late a bold new plan which Secre­ 
tary of State John Foster D ul l e s 
could unveil on his 
forthcoming 
trip to 10 Asian nations. This might 
well be the projection of an eco 
nomic development plan above and 
bey ond the pre.sent patchwork of 
limited assistance such as defen.se 
support and technical cooperation. 
The secretary must not go to 
Asia, this group is strongly con­ 
vinced, with mere vague words 
and promises of good will. 
But on the other side of the table 
are those who argue a w ait-and-s(‘e 
attitude. 


It is one of the ironies of this 
moment, when the struggle between 
the free and communist sy stems 
has been intensified, that the head 
of th e International Cooperation 
Administration should be a Cin­ 
cinnati lawy er with a strong isola­ 
tionist background. The ICA chief, 
John B. Hollister, has made it clear 
that he believes assistance is for 
the support of military forces fight­ 
ing on America’s side and he takes 
a buciget-balancer’s view of the 
.savings that can be achieved when­ 
ever aid can be cut back. 
It is, however, aid for economic 
development that is of immediate 


concern both to America’s allies 
and to the uncommitted countries 
of Asia. They must demonstrate 
that they can progress as modern 
nations. 
The spur is provided by the prop­ 
aganda claims out of Peking rep­ 
resenting the transformation of the 
old China into a new and powerful 
industrial state. 
Fur purposes of the debate going 
on, no better ex ample of the Amer­ 
ican dilemma could be found than 
Thailand, With American sancti(» i, 
Thailand invited the powers of the 
Southeast Asia Treaty Organization 
to hold maneuvers 
at 
Bangkok, 
thereby demonstrating their mili­ 
tary might on the threshold of Com­ 
munist China. 
The Thai government may also 
have been motivated by a desire 
to show loy alty to SEATO at a time 
when a Thai delegation headed by 
Thep Chotinuchlt, member of parli­ 
ament. is in Peking at the invita­ 
tion of Red China. 
Resourceful, charming and pli­ 
ant, the Thais have done very well 
out of their « lliance w ith the United 
States. They are receiving this y ear 
$45,(K>0,000 m aid, most of it under 
the heading of defense support, 
which means every thing from high­ 
way s to soldiers’ uniforms. Thai­ 
land has a population of 18.000,000 
and the amount it is getting per 
capita is more than any other Asian 
country ex cept as in South Vietnam 
and Korea w'here war rehabilita­ 
tion is involved.

He might even buy 
it cheaper, unless Uncle Sam lost 
money on it, 
A reserve is merchandi.se that 
y ou have bought, or acq uired by 
production, which is paid for, but 
y ou still have it. 
We can’t eat y our cake and keep 
it too, and we ate y our cake when 
Uncle Sam paid for the grain. If 
farmers had bins on their farms 
and kept a good healthy reserve in 
the^m, he not only could feed out 
of them without having to get a 
permit, but y ou could seU out of 
it too. A little cash might come 
in handy under such conditions. 
I think this clearly shows the 
difference between organized farm­ 
ing 
and 
government 
controlled 
f a r m i ng. Wouldn’t y ou prefer 
organized farming? 
All we have to do is ask for it if 
we want it.

Have just read y our editorial on 
Allen B. Kline’s address in Oma­ 
ha.

“ While it may give comfort to 
the farmers to justify the subsidy

helped farmers. If our motive wa.s 
only revenge, we would continue 
to go to the government for subsi­ 
dies. However, since our objective 
is to increase farm income, we 
must realize that the government 
price 
support 
programs 
h a v e 
failed to maintain farm income. 
Therefore, an entirely new ap­ 
proach is indicated. The soil bank 
plan which the .American Farm Bu­ 
reau Federation has supported for 
the last three y ears does offer 
some possibility of getting away 
from the government programs 
that have proven a failure.” 
Ask any farmer if he failed to 
make a living during the past two 
D e m o c r a t i c 
administrations. 
I can't understand the intelligence 
that figures it is all right to sup- 
*port business and industry through 
subsidies and higher and higher 
prices and wages, but all that is 
wrong for the farmer. 
It is plain Mr. Shuman is so 
strongly Republican and so misled 
by the administration’s propagan­ 
da that he knows nothing about 
the true farm picture.
